ANNUAL PARISH MEETING 


Wednesday 2 May 2001, Windmill Centre 
About 40 parishioners met to hear the PC’s 
report on the year’s activities. At an APM, 
questions may be asked and issues raised but 
no decisions can be taken. 

Brief highlights 

All 23 of the ‘Affordable Houses’ in Wimborn 
Close are now occupied by people with at least 
5 years’ association with the parish. 

The Millennium Map is now installed in the 
parish church, and a special copy is to be 
displayed under the Town Hall arches. 

Sales of the Millennium Calendar did not come 
up to expectations. 

Grants were made to students, the Windmill 
Centre, Deddington Colts Football Club, 
Deddington Library, the Youth Club and the 
Map Group. 

The interest from over £550,000 parish funds is 
used to finance ongoing projects like grants 
and the village steward. The annual precept 
was raised to help cover running expenses. 

A watchful eye is being kept to ensure as far as 
possible that there are no more large-scale 
housing developments in the parish. 

Future prospects 

Results from a major survey of parking are 
expected shortly. 


The possibility of a skateboard facility and/or 
BMX track is being explored. 

In about 18 months’ time, the Deddington- 
Clifton footpath should be completed from end 
to end. 

Public opinion will be canvassed on the 
desirability or otherwise of A-boards and free- 
standing advertising signs. 

Points from the floor 

People may be less concerned about the 
presence of advertising signs than the scarcity 
of village notice boards. 

The so-called improvements to the front of the 
former Deddington Salerooms, now Philip Allan 
Updates, continue to offend. 

Additional safety measures are urgently 
needed at the Chapel Square and Hempton 
pinch points. 2 years ago a traffic-caiming 
scheme for Deddington was agreed and 
costed. We are still waiting. 

Street drains at the Market Place/Chapel 
Square interface discharge foul water when 
rainfall is heavy but by no means excessive. 
Current government housing policy requires 
Oxfordshire (not counting Upper Heyford) to 
absorb 35,500 new dwellings, about one in 
three of them in Cherwell District.

RIPPLES IN THE OUTSIDE WORLD.... 

In May, Kate Wilson, 22, of The Leyes, 
Deddington, flew out to attend the Monaco Grand 
Prix..

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GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST ~ PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 
With the dreaded Foot and Mouth disease on 
everybody’s mind, I searched through “my” 
magazines hoping to discover how Deddington 
coped with such outbreaks in the late 19" and early 
20" centuries. I drew a complete blank. Given the 
usual thorough reports on Parish life, particularly in 
the early magazines, dare one hope that Deddington 
was spared ? (According to the Encylopaedia 
Britannica there were 11 Foot and Mouth outbreaks 
in Britain between 1839 — 1902, then none until 
after World War 1.) 
The town was not so lucky when an outbreak of 
“serious illness” hit the people in June/July 1889, 
“and it was thought advisable not to allow visitors 
and out-of-town parishioners to assemble for the St. 
Peter & Paul Church Dedication Festival.” 
Church records for burials during these months 
make sad reading and the Vicar notes: “The above 
list of Burials is larger for a single month than any 
we remember publishing. That for June was heavy, 
but this for July is heavier. Mortality has indeed 
been great of late in our midst, and some cases very 
sad. Children have been left fatherless, wives 
widows, and the young have fallen into an early 
grave. Upon one family in particular has the 
visitation fallen with unusual severity — father, sons 
and daughter have been taken. May those of us who 
are left remember that time is short, and that we 
know not what a day may bring forth !”

I was given a cutting about a head lice cure, using essential oils. As children have a constant battle with the 
little critters I thought you might like to print the cure.

My missing Swallow came home in the second week te inp 
of May, a bit bedraggled but at least she is here for one more year. ae a) Ravel ees 
The Foot-and-Mouth saga rumbles on and just what the final death toll will be is 
anyone's guess. Official figures put it at about 3,000,000 but in reality it could be 
nearer 6,000,000 animals and most of them are sheep. The true facts may never come 
out but the one thing that is certain is that we shall not be told anything until later this 
year. MAFF in its present form may also get culled and some obscure environmental 
agency put in its place. This would only compound the difficulties in the countryside 
and alienate farming still further from government. At least MAFF in its present form has 
first-hand knowledge of the problems in farming today as it has created most of them. 
This year's lambs got off to a very bad start due to Foot-and-Mouth. We had to keep 
them in a lot longer than normal and this led to mis-mothering as some of the ewes 
could not produce enough milk from just hay and sheep cake. When they did go out, 
the weather was cold and the ground still very wet and we had a number of cases of 
mastitis (inflamation of the udder). This hit milk production yet again and the grazing 
problems were further compounded as the meadows were still flooded. But at least we 
have still got our sheep and things have started to improve, but we will not have any 
lambs ready for market (if there is one) before the end of June. Again, despite a wet 
planting time the crops have made big improvements and in fact one or two are looking 
quite good, so life on the farm is not quite as unhappy as it was last month. Well, 
that's what | keep telling the Bank Manager. But there's room for improvement yet. 
At least they have opened the fishing lakes and the mayfly are hatching.

THE THURSDAY CLUB - Report from Professor K.S. Holt 

Supported by the PC and Oxfordshire Social Services, The Thursday Club, Deddington’s Day Care Centre 
for senior residents, meets every Thursday, 10 am —3 pm. Members enjoy a good lunch, social activities and 
excursions. Very early on they decided that they were not dependents in need of care, but members of their 
own Thursday Club, which thrives as a result of their enthusiasm and the devoted work of staff and 
volunteers. 

Age Concern, with the aid of OCC Social Services, has just published a report on Day Care services for older 
people in rural Oxfordshire. It is a very good report. I recommend it to all who are interested in our 
community. To quote: “More than 50% of Oxfordshire’s older people live in the country. A range of 
services has been developed, geared towards promoting their independence; at its heart lie 39 rural Day 
Centres.” The optimism of that quotation has to be balanced by the Report’s statistics showing that many 
elderly people do not have access to essential sevices such as buses, shops and GP practices. 89% of parishes 
do not have a Day Centre. In Cherwell Valley there are 6 Centres. Deddington is the smallest with 15 places, 
(10 currently filled) providing for 3.9% of the population over 75 years. The Report give examples of good 
innovative Day Centre practices which we should study as we develop our own Thursday Club.

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THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of June 1851;- 

3rd JUNE - | heard from Mr. Brogden wishing me to lend him £100. 1 called on Mr. Kinch and 
informed him as Mr. B. requested me, that | could not comply with his request. | sat and had 
a long chat with Mr. Kinch about various matters. | walked to the timber yard 3 times. 

11th JUNE ~- The Morris dancers and bands attended as usual. 

12th JUNE ~ The Policeman came and | liberated with a reprimand two drunken persons from 
the Cage. 

14th JUNE - A man named Davis from Great Tew, Tailor, came to consult me, his house 
having been burgl@riously broken, entered and robbed of all his stock in trade - last night or 
early this morning. Sent him to Superintendent of. Police. 

5th JUNE ~ The policeman called to say they had got the man who broke into and robbed the 
Tailor's house at Great Tew ~ and asking me to hear the case tomorrow. 

16th JUNE - | went to Mr, Field's and heard a case of burglary against George Savory of 
Malmesbury, Wilts., in the house of Thomas Davis, Tailor, who was robbed of goods of divers 
kinds to the amount of £12. The whole of the property was found on the prisoner and | 
committed him for trial to the Assizes. A loaded gun and pistol with powder and shot, were 
also found on his person, besides some pawnbroker's tickets, one relative to a watch pawned 
at Cheltenham but supposed to be stolen from a person from Stockton. Mr. Savory had 
worked for Davis, lodged and boarded with him for 4 days in April last. 

26th JUNE - a most beautiful day - we finished haymaking at 8 o'clock, never was hay in 
better order. | was busied in the hayfield all day.

We love to see people enjoying 
the summer but we don't want to come round when it's more than your sausages 
burning!" Mr. Parry offered the following advice to everyone: 

*Place the barbecue on a flat level surface 

*Place it well away from sheds, fences and other combustible material 

*Use an appropriate lighting block or fluid and FOLLOW THE INSTRUCTIONS carefully 
*NEVER use petrol or other flammable liquids 

*Once lit never move the barbecue 

*Never leave a barbecue unattended 

*Keep children and pets well away 

*Ensure the coals are cold before emptying 

*ALCOHOL and BARBECUES do NOT mix’

GARDENING NOTES 


Here we are right in the middle of the planting and bedding out season 
and | am going to natter on about reducing gardening for the elderlies. 
There comes a time when everybody has this panicky feeling that the acreage is too 
much and something must be done. That is, short of moving. So while | was weeding 
peacefully | thought about the problem. A garden that's too big needs to be made 
smaller. So what about having a large bed made into a Patio and dabbing containers on 
top? | have always wanted a fountain so what about some water sprouting out of the 
middie of it? What about eliminating smaller odd sized beds and incorporating them into 
the lawn? How about planting out shrubs which have to be dealt with at waist level 
rather than down there, where it's difficult to get up again. 

At Overthorpe School we had a dear old gardener, Mr. Tompkins. He arrived on his two 
days a week with a green baize apron tied round him and settled to some specific task 
for the day, pruning just one Pyrocanthus or Clematis. He'd do this slowly and 
deliberately, standing back every now and then to survey his work. He ended up with a 
beautiful job. This sort of gardener does not exist any more. Nowadays he would go to 
College and be in charge of a Parks Department or teach horticulture. 1! compare this 
with my method of gardening. | have always thought that my butterfly system of 
hopping from one task to the other was unprofessional. But wait a minute - it's not 
such a bad idea for someone older. Spending too long on one job is the trouble. Half 
an hour's weeding at a time is enough before the backache sets in. In future I'll do that 
and then go and prune for half an hour but restrict the reaching up. Then do something 
easy like tying up the Clematis or emptying the compost bucket. Then back to weeding; 
it's surprising what can be done in penny numbers. I'll report on how | get on with this. 
The garden looks nice in spite of all the cold and wet. Wall Roses and Lilac are out and 
the greenery looks fresh and pretty. A few days ago | replaced the Pansies in our tub in 
front of the house. Some super-slug has been grazing there and reduced the ones we 
planted earlier to nothing. Hostas maybe, but Pansies? | spread a few handfuls of 
gravel over the surface between the nearby Tulips and that seems to have done the 
trick. Within three or four days the Pansies have recovered and with the new ones have 
made a colourful tub. By next month the containers will be planted up and we'll be into 
summer.

“ “Hello, do you come from Banbury ? I was born there !’ 
Frank was loading groceries into our Banbury-purchased car in Victoria, Gozo. Further conversation with the 
speaker, Josephine Warren, revealed that Jo’s mother was born in Deddington, the daughter of Dr. Jones. As 
my research for writing the Jones Memorial Windows booklet stopped at the death of Muriel Vane Jones, I 
was anxious to hear what subsequently happened to the family of this very popular Deddington doctor. 
Dr. Jones died in November, 1939. His obituary mentions the gift of land and cottages (to the south of the 
Co-op Stores) to build a community social hall as a memorial to himself and Muriel and to be called the 
Coronation Hail. Jo Warren, his granddaughter, has no idea what happened to this land but my personal 
guess is that after WW11 the Parish Council could no longer afford such a large project. 
Dr Jones’ daughter, Lesley, went to Westonbirt and then joined the WRNS where she became a gunnery 
instructress. It seems she distinguished herself by shooting down an enemy aircraft over Portsmouth towards 
the end of the war. She later got into ‘hot water’ for this as there was no Officer present. She replied that she 
didn’t have time to find one as they were all in the pub ! 
Lesley Jones married Leonard Warren and after the War they bought a dairy farm in Northamptonshire. 
They had three children — Josephine was the only daughter. They prospered, breeding three Royal Show 
winners. Then came the 1967 Foot and Mouth outbreak (Jo still remembers the joy of being off school) and, 
though their herd was unaffected, the Warrens decided to move overseas. While on holiday in Malta they fell 
in love (like so many people before and since) with a farmhouse on Gozo. They moved here with their 
family, several horses and never returned to England. 
And Dr. Jones’ granddaughter, Josephine ? She was trained in the conservation of antiquities at the Museum 
of London, then housed in Kensington Palace. After her parents died she returned to Gozo and has been 
here ever since. Of her two brothers, Christopher died at 35 and Timothy moved to Australia. 
Jo asked me, ‘Has anyone heard the ghosts of the Parish Church recently, or have they disappeared?’ She 
explained that while her grandmother was arranging flowers in the Lady Chapel she had heard a sung Latin 
Mass acompanied by beautiful organ music. This was also heard by someone riding past the church at 6 am. 
in the morning. If anyone else has heard this ghostly choir please will they let us know.”
